Most important of all, we believe that there is a rich vein of willingness 
and capacity in the American people to respond to the difficult new demands of 


life on a dangerously divided planet, once the facts and alternatives are before 
them. 


In the years since the war the multitude of private organizations in which 
Americans work together, to forward their public and private interests, have 
almost universally recognized the basic fact that today no public or private pur- 
pose can be sensibly served without some consideration of world affairs. 


Church groups and trade associations, labor unions and learned societies, 
welfare agencies, farm groups and cultural groups now have major departments for 
research, publication and formulation of opinions and programs dealing with every 


aspect of foreign affairs from the preservation of primitive arts to trade policy 
and peaceful control of outer space. 


Together they have become an adaptable and far-reaching network, bringing to 
large numbers of Americans the varying degrees of opportunity for participation in 
world affairs each can profitably use. It is our hope that the instrument 
INTERCOM offers will greatly extend the reach and impact of their activities. 


Certainly, we can all be fortified in our ambition by the record it presents 
of the variety, the energy and the ingenuity of our partners in determination to 


be and to do what we must be and do to build a peace in which free institutions 
can flourish. 








TECHNIQUES... 


The HOME STUDY DEPARTMENT of the 
UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO offers an inte- 
grated program of courses leading to 
the "Citizen's Certificate in World 
Affairs." 


Open to any adult over 25 years 
of age, without prerequisites, the 
program allows five years for the 
completion of four required and four 
elective courses, with a grade of C 
or better. 


While the course does not claim 
to constitute preparation for a pro- 
fessional career in diplomacy, it is 
suggested as valuable supplementary 
preparation for careers in teaching, 
journalism, union and community lead- 
ership and for ministers as well as 
for citizens feeling a need for great- 
er understanding of contemporary world 
affairs. 


An Encyclopaedia Britannica is 
awarded monthly to the registrant in 
each of the four required courses who, 
in the opinion of a board of impartial 
judges, most satisfactorily completes 
the work of the course. 


Three years' experience with the 
certificate program indicates that 
registration has increased greatly 
and that completion rates are signifi- 
cantly higher in the basic required 
courses than is normal for home-study 


groups.

The AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF UNI- 
VERSTTY WOMEN has available a hand- 
book Publicity Pointers ($.25) which 
includes a general section on news 
values, tips on dealing with small 
town and big city papers, fundamentals 
of newspaper writing, and pointers on 
radio publicity. There are also sug- 
gestions on the personal interview, on 
arranging a press conference, and on 
localizing national news. 
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PROGRAMS... 


The WORLD UNIVERSITY SERVICE Gen- 
eral Assembly approved a program of 
action emphasizing student health in 
the coming year. Greatest activity will 
be in the Middle East, Southeast Asia 
and the Far East with special assistance 
directed to WUS student senatoria and 
health centers in India, Japan, and 
Thailand. In Europe, assistance will 
be continued to the International Stu- 
dent Rest Centre at Comblous, France, 
which can accommodate over 100 students.

The AFRICAN-AMERICAN INSTITUTE has 
announced the establishment of a United 
States-South Africa Leader Exchange 
Program "to further understanding be- 
tween professional, business and civic 
leaders" of the two countries. Twelve 
American and South African leaders will 
be exchanged in 1959. Three types of 
exchange fellowships are planned: 1) 
one-year exchanges of families with the 
leader actually working on the staff of 
an organization in the U.S. or the Union 
in his specific field, 2) individual 
short-term projects, enabling the leader 
to undertake a specific piece of work 
and to participate in conferences; and 
3) team programs of four to six leaders 
studying intensively some particular 
problem in the U.S.

The International University for 
Social Studies "Pro Deo", under the 
auspices of THE AMERICAN COUNCIL FOR 
THE INTERNATIONAL PROMOTION OF DEMOC- 
RACY (CIP), Inc., will announce an 
essay contest for university students 
on January 12, on the subject of 
"Free World Cooperation." First and 
second prizes will, respectively, be 
a two-week trip to the U.S. and a one- 
week trip to Paris, both at Eastertime 
and both to include visits to industry 
and media. 
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STUDIES AND STATEMENTS... 


A resolution of December, 1958, 
by the INTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE calls for “prompt, reliable, ad- 
equate and internationally comparable 
statistics on raw materials." In order 
to improve this information “essential 
for the stability and growth of the 
world economy," it is recommended that 
businessmen cooperate with all recog- 
nized organizations engaged in col- 
lecting and disseminating statistics 
and raising standards, such as private 
trade or commodity associations, UN 
specialized agencies, the UN regional 
commissions, and individual govern- 
ments. Governments are urged to 
“give a high priority to collecting 
and prompt reporting of statistics."

UNESCO, responding to a resolu- 
tion of the UN Economic and Social 
Council, is surveying "international 
relations and exchanges in the field 
of education, science and culture 
based on communications received from 
member governments, including any 
recommendations for separate and 
joint action to promote further inter- 
national co-operation in these fields." 
The report will be completed in the 
spring of 1960.

The INTERNATIONAL LABOR ORGANIZA- 
TION is undertaking a continuing fact- 
ual survey of conditions relating to 
freedom of association in all Il 
member states. Studies will be made 
on the spot in member countries at the 
invitation of their governments. The 
first two studies will be in the United 
States and the U.S.S.R. John Price, 
formerly chief of the Industrial Com- 
mittees Division, has been named Special 
Assistant to the Director-General to 
supervise the new program. Mr. Price, 
from Wales, has been with the ILO since 
1943 and has written extensively on 
social affairs. 


RUTH SLOAN ASSOCIATES, Inc., Gen- 
eral Consultants on African and Near 
Eastern Affairs, is now preparing Vol- 
ume II in the African Handbook Series, 
a Survey of American Interests, Past, 
Present, and Potential in Africa, for 
publication in the spring of 1959, and 
Volume III, a comparative study of 
Educational Policies and Practices in 
Africa, for late 1959 or early 1960. 











Volume I, now available in li- 
braries and from the Sloan office, is 
The Press in Africa. 





A statement by Ellsworth C. 
Alvord, on behalf of the U.S. Council 
of the INTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE before the Subcommittee on For- 
eign Trade Policy of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, proposes a broad pro- 
gram of incentives to private foreign 
investment. 


The proposal includes recommended 
changes in taxation of income earned 
abroad, an increase in the subscribed 
capital of the World Bank, six sugges- 
tions for the constructive use of U.S. 
owned foreign currencies, and calls 
for joint action with other countries 
to remove obstacles to foreign invest- 
ment for the “direct economic benefits 
to the U.S." and “indirect benefits 
through strengthening the economies of 
free nations." 


NEW APPOINTMENT: Ralph Wright as di- 
rector of the Washington office of 
the INTERNATIONAL LABOR ORGANIZATION. 
He has been labor counselor of the 
Washington office since 1953 and serv- 
ed as Assistant Secretary of Labor 
from 1948 to 1953. 





RESOURCES... 


The WORLD AFFAIRS COUNCIL OF 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA offers a pamphlet 
review service, designed primarily for 
teachers of social studies but also 
useful to libraries and to program 
chairmen. The service provides regu- 
lar guidance to available pamphlet 
material on world affairs. Material 
is reviewed both for content and 
suitability for various grades. 


Publications reviewed in the bi- 
monthly publication are selected un- 
der the guidance of an Advisory Com- 
mittee of Educators and other persons 
with training and experience in inter- 
national relations. Most of the items 
covered cost less than a dollar. Each 
issue deals with one specific subject, 
such as the United Nations or a geo- 
graphic area. 


The service, which costs $10.00 
for the first subscription and $1.50 
for each additional subscription 
mailed to the same address, also in- 
cludes an annotated list of other 
publications. A descriptive brochure 
is available from the Council.

NEW ORGANIZATIONS... 


The INSTITUTE FOR STRATEGIC 
STUDIES has been established in London 
through a grant from the Ford Founda- 
tion, under the direction of Alastair 
Buchan. "Purposes of organization: (1) 
to study, in conjunction with similar 
bodies in the U.S. and elsewhere, the 
effects of developments in weapons and 
in international relations upon strategy 
and upon Western defense and disarma- 
ment policies; (2) to provide a center 
for the unofficial discussion of the 
great strategic controversies of the 
day; (3) to provide a reference center 
which will make it possible for the 
Institute's members to keep abreast of 
broad trends of policy and opinion, both 
in the West and in the Soviet bloc." 


It will publish a bimonthly digest 
of articles and statements on questions 
of strategy, defense policy and arms 
control on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain. 


ASSOCIATE CONSULTANTS FOR EDUCA- 
TION ABROAD plans and executes edu- 
cational programs and study projects 
abroad as a service to institutions of 
higher education and to professional 
organizations. In organizing and pro- 
moting these projects the Asséciate 
Consultants offers a comprehensive ser- 
vice including adequate supervision of 
individual projects, arrangements for 
group leadership, and the assembly and 
preparation of subject materials.

COMMUNITIES AND “GREAT DECISIONS’... 


Community leaders in more than 400 cities, towns and rural communities in 
35 states are completing plans for intensive eight-week participation in the 1959 
"Great Decisions” program. This nationwide program is offered for the fourth 
successive year by the FOREIGN POLICY ASSOCIATION and sponsored locally by a 


partnership among civic, church and educational organizations, or in some instances, 
newspapers. 


A community-wide network of small informal discussion groups is the backbone 
of the program. All of the educational resources of the community, including press, 
radio, television, schools and libraries, also play an active role. The discussions, 
focused on the eight most urgent problems of foreign policy facing the American 


people in the coming years, will engage as many as 100,000 people for several hours 
a week on each of the eight "Great Decisions." 


Special opinion ballots, provided with the FPA's factual background material 
and other study aids, give participants an opportunity to record opinions they have 
formed on each of these issues. The ballots, collected by the local sponsors and 


forwarded to legislators and policy-makers in Washington, reflect the range of 
considered local opinion. 


In response to local demand, this year's materials have been redesigned to 
provide more information in greater depth on fewer topics. Materials are planned 
around the following "Great Decisions": 


1. Challenges of a Changing World 

Will Alliances Keep the Peace? 

- Are We Realistic about Communist Powers? 

Peace in the Middle East--Whose Job? 

A "Better Neighbor" Policy for Latin America? 

What U.S. Policies in the World Economic Revolution? 

The New Technology--for Destruction or Plenty? 

- What Kind of World Is Possible? 

What Challenges to Diplomat and Citizen? (Summary discussion) 
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The "Great Decisions" programs vary from community to community, adapted to 
the nature of the local leadership, needs and resources. For instance, the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce is taking the lead in San Francisco, Phoenix and other cities; 
the Parent Teachers Association has taken initiative in mobilizing other groups in 
Denver in cooperation with the Denver Post and the University of Denver; in New 


Hampshire and Oregon, the State School Boards promote "Great Decisions" in the 
classrooms. 








The San Francisco Chronicle, the St. Petersburg (Fla.) Times, the Portland (Me.) 
Telegram, the Bloomington (Tll.) Pantagraph and the San Antonio (Tex.) Express & 
News are among newspapers who have led the way toward a community-wide participation 
in “Great Decisions." In Cincinnati, a World Affairs Council has organized partici- 
pation by 21 organizations, including civic groups, education: 1 institutions and 
mass media. In Baltimore, a widespread program headed by the Maryland Association 


for the United Nations involves participation by two radio stations, a television 
station and every daily newspaper.

Press, 1955. 626 pp., 50. 
A well-known team of specialists in Asian affairs surveys political, economic, 
social, and cultural developments in one of Africa's largest colonial territories. 
This is the first work on the Federation as a whole to appear in English. 


THE UNITED STATES AND THE UNITED NATIONS: THE PUBLIC VIEW. Prepared by 
William A. Scott and Stephen B. Withey. Manhattan, 1955. 327 pp., $3.00. 
A report of what the American people know, think or feel about the UN, based on 
opinion polls of five different survey organizations. This and two companion 
volumes on the U.S. and the UN which will appear in 1959/1960 are part of a series, 


published by Carnegie Endowment For International Peace, on National Studies on 
International Organization. 





SOUTHEAST ASIA AND THE WORLD TODAY, Claude A. Buss. Van Nostrand 

(Anvil Original #32), 1958. 189 pp., $1.25. 
Combines brief review of problems of the area and country-by-country surveys of 
Indonesia, Malaya, Thailand, Burma, Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos and the Philippines 
with readings drawn from historic documents and speeches by Asian leaders. The 
author is in the Department of History at Stanford. 





THE SOVIET NAVY, Commander M. G. Saunders, RN., ed. Frederick A Praeger, 

1958. 340 pp., $7.50. 
A series of articles on Soviet sea power, its past record, present character, and 
potential strength, on the organization, personnel and training of the Soviet navy, 
the submarine threat, the naval air arm, geopolitical aspects of Soviet imperialism 
and other topics by British, French, German and American experts. 





WEDEMEYER REPORTS! Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer. Henry Holt, 1958. 497 pp., $6.00. 
This account of allied conduct of World War II, by the general who served first in 
Europe and later in China as commander of American troops and Chief of Staff to 
Chiang Kai-shek, constitutes a broad indictment of American leadership and of over- 
all allied strategy in both Europe and the Far East. 





AMERICAN AID TO GREECE: A REPORT ON THE FIRST TEN YEARS, C. A. Munkmann. 
Frederick A. Praeger, 1955. 306 pp., $5.00. 
A detailed study by the former Chief of the US economic Mission to Greece, of pro- 
grams in agriculture, industry, health services, housing and other areas. 





POPULATION GROWTH AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN LOW-INCOME COUNTRIES: A CASE 
STUDY OF INDIA'S PROSPECTS, Ansley J. Coale and Edgar M. Hoover. Princeton 
University Press, 1955. 389 pp., $8.50. 
A study of the implications of different rates of population growth in a major under- 
developed area, with a view to answering the question: "What difference would it 
make in economic terms if the birth rate...were to be cut drastically in this 
generation?” The authors are, respectively, Assistant Director in the Office of 
Population Research at Princeton and Visiting Professor of Economics at Harvard.

A research associate in the Harvard Defense Program examines official intelligence 
machinery in the United States and its implications for a democratic society. 
Touches on the way in which intelligence estimates are arrived at, the validity 


of these estimates, the question of public and congressional surveillance over the 
system. Based on non-secret sources.

Human Relations Area Files, 1958. 350 pp., $7.00. 
Latest volume in a reference series presenting background material on economic, 
social, and cultural aspects of countries around the world. Treats geography and 
population, religions, social organization, theory, and structure of government, 
diffusion and control of information, economic factors, education, art, and 
intellectual expression, values and patterns of living. 





JOURNEY TO POLAND AND YUGOSIAVIA, 1958, John Kenneth Galbraith.

This Focus on NATO is offered several months before the beginning of its 
tenth anniversary year, in time for organizations to use the information it pre- 
sents in planning whatever observance of the event they may wish to undertake. 


The debate launched by the announcement of the formation of NATO, on the 
merits and dangers of the plan and of its possible development, must now move 
into a new phase. There is now a ten-year history, a factual record of results - 
and side effects, negative and positive, as well as direct accomplishments 
must be included among them, -- against which theories can be measured, and 


from which new interpretations and ideas of form and content must certainly 
emerge. 


Personal birthdays tend to elicit mixed and usually transient emotions. In- 
stitutional anniversaries can be more productive, if they are used in the spirit 
of these paragraphs from Alfred North Whitehead's Adventures of Ideas: "A race 
preserves its vigor so long as it harbors a real contrast between what has been 
and what may be; and so long as it is nerved by the vigor to adventure beyond 
the safeties of the past. Without adventure, civilization is in full decay.... 

A passive knowledge of the past loses the whole value of its message. A living 
civilization requires learning; but it lies beyond it."

Nongovernmental organizations 





The AMERICAN COUNCIL ON NATO, Inc., was formed in 1953 to serve as a clear- 
ing house for nongovernmental activities focusing on NATO, and as a major un- 
official source of public information on NATO in the U.S. 


The Council has accepted the request of the Secretary of State "to take the 
initiative in organizing the voluntary effort necessary to make the commemoration 
of NATO's tenth anniversary a success.” 


Resource: In addition to its regularly available materials, the 
Council is preparing for the tenth anniversary: 
1) a folder giving basic facts about NATO, suitable for mass mailing. 
2) discussion guides, pamphlets, films and other visual aids. 
3) a Speakers' Kit, for reference use in preparation of talks. 
4) promotional materials, including spot announcements, releases, 
ready-to-assemble window displays, and posters for use out- 
doors and in transportation advertising space. 
A list of these materials, which will be ready in February, is avail- 
able now from the Council. 


Other Organizations 


THE ATIANTIC TREATY ASSOCIATION is the international association of national 
voluntary organizations in NATO countries, which support the North Atlantic Treaty 
and the obligations which it creates for its signatories. The work of its member 
organizations centers on four undertakings: a) the use of mass media of infor- 
mation; b) visual aids and popular literature; c) advanced studies; d) activity 
in the schools. The American Council on NATO is the member organization rep- 
resenting the United States; organizations representing the other nations are 


listed with a description of their activities in the Association's publication: 
NATO and the Citizen. 





The Association sponsors three major conferences: 

1) The Annual Assembly, which will meet for the fifth time in 1959, with 
delegates from member organizations representing NATO nations. 

2) The Educational Study Conference, "to study the best ways and means of 
devoting proper attention to civic education and international relations 
in all grades of schools and colleges." Conference membership consists 
of persons nominated by official education authorities or such other 
authorities as the 15 Governments might designate. (For report, see The 
Role of the School, Books and Pamphlets, p. 20) ees 

3) An Atlantic Committee of Political Youth Leaders (For Report, see Books 
and Pamphlets...p.22) was set up in July, 1958, by the Atlantic Confer- 

ence of Youth Leaders and Organizations, an unofficial conference of 88 leading 


representatives of the youth organizations of 41 political parties from all NATO 
countries. 





The sponsors of the DECLARATION OF ATIANTIC UNITY make up an informal group 
of 270 leading citizens of the 15 NATO countries who signed the Declaration calling 
for the development of the political, economic and social side of NATO. It supports 
conferences and reports interested in the welfare and further development of NATO.

The ATLANTIC TREATY ASSOCIATION will hold its Tenth Anniversary Assembly 
at Tours, France, in September, 1959. 


An ATLANTIC CONGRESS will be opened in London in June, 1959, by Queen 
Elizabeth II in recognition of the tenth anniversary year of the signing of the 
North Atlantic Treaty. Organized by the NATO Parliamentarians, the Congress 
will bring together more than 600 distinguished and able citizens representing 
various elements in NATO societies, such as government, industry, commerce, 
finance, labour, politics, education, and mass media. Its purpose is "to con- 
sider ways and means of developing, in the fields of political, economic and 
cultural as well as military affairs: a) closer co-operation between North 
Americans and European member countries of NATO; b) closer co-operation between 


member countries of NATO and those countries lying outside the area of the North 
Atlantic Treaty." 


United States 





By December, 1958, over 50 national organizations in the United States had 
declared their intention to participate in Tenth Anniversary commemorative pro- 
grams. The AMERICAN COUNCIL ON NATO is acting as coordination agency for non- 
governmental activities. As a part of this program, the Council is bringing 
national organization leaders together in Washington and New York for a series 
of briefings on NATO and for consultation on programs of public information. 


Other Countries 





Throughout the NATO area a number of special observances of the Tenth 
Anniversary will take place. Among these are: 

A "NATO ship," lent by the Turkish government, sponsored by the European 
Atlantic Group of London, and staffed with representatives from each of the 15 
nations, will call at all maritime NATO countries of Europe. 


There will be military parades with units and bands from each of the coun- 
tries, in Paris, Rome and other capitals. In Copenhagen, a torchlight parade 
will end in a mass meeting before city hall. 


In Norway, the King and his Government will participate in a public cele- 
bration. In Turkey, where "NATO Day” is already a regular event in the schools, 
there will be ceremonies at the University of Ankara and Istanbul.
